come unless reasonable amount readjustment made 
the customs tariffs related our industry and unless 
some drastic remedy found for the present condition 
due depreciated foreign exchange. 

“In common with many other industries, have been 
favored the general prosperity the country 
those abnormal conditions which have made money plenty 
and which have disposed our people spend freely. 
That these abnormal conditions have ended apparent 
all, and the future existence our industry must depend 
large part upon the wisdom Congress framing 
legislation tide over the impending crisis and enable 
establish ourselves firm and enduring foundation. 

FEELING FRIENDLINESS FOR FRANCE. 

“Although our chief competition comes from France, the 
finished products which are now being entered our

and did not suffer any the restrictions with which our 
industry this country was constantly threatened, includ- 
ing classification non-essential with consequent depriva 
tion all the facilities necessary continuous operation. 
Within recent period, the flower growers have 
heen permitted organize themselves into association, 
the effect of which has been to provide the French industry 
manufacturing finished perfumes with supply 
raw materials moderate prices while buyers such 
materials for American manufacturers have been obliged 
content themselves with what was left and with prices 
substantially higher than those paid our French com- 
petitors.

“We are not unmindful the fact that the products 
our industry are sometimes inconsiderately 
luxuries and all too frequently the framing 
emergency revenue legislation have been selected bear 
disproportionate burden taxes, especially the way 
internal revenue impost. desire, however, remind 
you that the progress medical science, sanitation and 
hygiene have greatly emphasized the important position 
occupied our products the maintenance the public 
health. certainly requires argument this presence 
to refute the suggestion that toilet soaps, tooth pastes, tooth 
powders, liquid dentifrices, mouth washes, powders, 
and antiseptic solutions all kinds are luxuries. All 
these products are included among the essential supplies 
every hospital the land. They are found 
every well appointed bath room, all nurseries and sick 
rooms.

Governor Harding, Head America’s National Banking Sees Bright Future Store for Banks and Business 


Both long-term credits and investments European se- 
curities are called for the present situation supple- 
ment ordinary banking activities effecting the economic 
and financial rehabilitation foreign countries, Governor 
Harding, the Federal Reserve Board, declared 
address January the Waldorf-Astoria before 
Group VIII the New York State Bankers’ Association, 
which said was “the most powerful banking group 
the world.” 

Speaking “working back normal,’ Governor Hard- 
ing asserted that whatever danger crisis there may have 
been passed and that the United States was “happily 
emerging from critical period.” bright future ahead, 
attained through hard and intelligent work, de- 
clared. 

Production must continue the country prosper, 
the Governor said, but surplus production must disposed 
sale foreign countries. Under present 
continued, many countries cannot pay for goods the 
usual manner, and “it necessary that should 
new means financing our foreign trade.” 

Continuance trade with Europe vital, Governor 
Harding declared, and the maintenance “the trade rela- 
tionships other countries with Europe” scarcely less 
important.
